Tile assessment-roll of Santa Clara 
county reaches §31,129,272. 
There nre from one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred visitors staying 
at the hot springs near Gilroy. 
In the county of Butte the prices of 
land vary from $10 to $75 per acre. 
The Santa Cruz Narrow-guage Rail­ 
road has purchased its first locomo­ 
tive.

A lady named Mrs. Tnaswas burned 
to deal it at Nevada City, last week, 
through kerosene. 
Plumas is shortly to have the ad­ 
vantage of telegraph communication 
with the outer world. 
A miner’s cabin at Mokelumue Hill, 
occupied by two men named Gwin, 
was burned on Tuesday. 
Mrs. I). J. Wiley, who was injured a 
few days ago by the Foss stage acci­ 
dent, died (Saturday evening. 
The Napa Valley Mining Company 
proposes to alter its name to the Napa 
«fe Sonoma Mining Com) any. 
The Santa Clara College has re­ 
ceived some coffee-seed-, which they 
intend to plant as an experiment. 
Fifteen hundred eucalyptus trees 
have been planted in and around San­ 
ta Cruz within the past year. 
Joe Billou, of Colusa county, recent­ 
ly thrashed 258 sacks of wheat from 
twelve acres of land—over fifty bush­ 
els per acre. 
San Francisco capitalists are pro­ 
jecting a salmon fishery and canning 
establishment at the mouth of Smith 
river. 
There was born to Judge O. S. Ma­ 
son and wife, of Colusa, on the 9th in- 
sant, a son, being only the seventeenth 
child! 
The Colusa Sun is informed that 
Wells, Fargo & Co. will put their ex­ 
press on, the coming week, to Bartlett 
and Munchville. 
Mary Ann I.yon, a girl about fifteen 
years of age, .committed suicide by 
taking poison, about three miles from 
Auburn, on Tuesday last. 
There never was a finer prospect for 
grapes in Auburn than the present sea­ 
son. The vines are loaded with bunch­ 
es of unusual size. 
The smelting works at Truckee are 
running day and night, and turning 
out from 4,000 to 7,000 pounds of bul­ 
lion every twenty-four hours. 
Robert Brierly, an obstreperous sol­ 
dier of the Eleventh United States In­ 
fantry, is in the Ukiah jail for two 
hundred and five days tor resisting 
civil authority. 
The assessment roll for ihc current 
year for Sonoma county foots up to 
§16,700,825, and further assessments

General Apathy Around. 


If talk would build railroads Los 
Angeles would be the point from 
which would diverge all the railroads 
iu the world. 
If home-made elo­ 
quence could charm 
the coin from 
other people’s pockets we should be­ 
come the money m arket of civiliza­ 
tion. 
If the m jority of our business 
men could only pay up their stock 
with advice at their own estimate of 
its value, wiiile others m et the assess­ 
m ent w ith coin, Los Angeles would 
num ber several liberal Dick’s who 
give aw ay everything early in the 
m orning and those who arrive first 
don't get a cent. 
W ith two or three 
exceptions the,gentlemen who, a few 
weeks ago, gave so liberally in prom ­ 
ises to the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence Railroad have disappeared 
from our gaze. They do not say rail­ 
road once nmv where they shouted 
railroad all the tim e a month since. 
W e shall never build Los Angeles to 
the dimensions of a great city at this 
rate. 
W e shall never secure for her 
the trade of the vast m ining region 
lying to the east of us. 
We shall 
never develop the resources nor avail 
ourselves of the natural advantages of 
this great country, unless we arouse 
ourselves to action and do something 
besides talk. Senator J o h n 1’. J o n e s , 
of Nevada, has become an extensive 
owner in the rich lodes of Panam int, 
and he is expected down here in a few 
weeks to arrange for the transporta­ 
tion of bullion and freight. If in place 
of finding the business men of Los 
Angeles standing idly by, like so

H earing ofjthe arrest, we interviewed 
Col. Finnigass at his rooms in the 
Horton House, from whom we elicited 
substantially the following: I arrest 
Mr. McCormick, believing that there 
was no real robbery; don’t think there 
was even an accomplice; after I had 
obtained the whole history of the 
affair, according to the best of my 
ability, it seemed as transparent as 
gauze to m y mind; think I can show 
to tiie satisfaction of all that m y action 
in the premises is justifiable. ’ 
The whole m atter will be thoroughly 
sifted In the preliminary examination, 
and if the evidence is sufficient, Mr. 
McCormick will be held over to aw ait 
a trial before the United States Circuit 
Court which shortly convenes at San 
Francisco. 
We forbear comments in the affair; 
but will simply say for Colonel F inni­ 
gass that he has worked faithfully in 
unraveling this 
mystery, 
and the 
above are the conclusions he has ar­ 
rived at.

Avenue, from near Peck Court to 
Harrison, on west side and one block 
further on cast side; on State street 
from No. 509, near Varmon Court, to 
No. 310, near Congress street, on west 
side, and to the corner of Van Buren 
on east side; on Wabash Avenue, from 
No. 942, near Peck Court, to No. 207, 
near the corner of Van Buren, on the 
west side, and to No. 294 on the east 
side. 
Michigan Avenue is burned 
about one block, lying mostly between 
Van Buren and Harrison streets. 
At 10 a . m . to-day the firemen had 
the flames under control, but they 
could not yet relax their efforts. The 
fire limits on the south are 518, State 
street, near Harrison; on W abash Av­

On the corner of Peck 
Court and W abash Avenue is the only 
point in the southern portion where 
firemen are operating. The fire broke 
out in a paint manufacturing shop on 
the corner of Twelfth and Clark street, 
where workmen were m ixing m ate­ 
rials, which exploded and caused the 
conflagration.

The F la g 
says: “ Last Tuesday, at the residence 
of Dr. T. H. Rose, corner of Fitch and 
Haydon streets, we saw a rare and 
beautiful flower called the globe cac­ 
tus. The bloom of the plant is com­ 
m only known by the nam e given 
above, from its growing in the form 
of a globe. 
W e believe the globe cac­ 
tus blooms but once a year, and the 
flower lives only a day. 
A stem a 
half or three-quarters of an inch in 
diam eter shoots out eight or ten inches 
from the plant and term inates in a 
llowc.r about the size and shape of a 
white illy, with two sets of cream and 
pink-tinted leaves, exquisitely shaded 
in various degrees of color. 
Besides 
m an y choice plants and flowers, Dr. 
Rose and wife are surrounded in their 
beautiful homo by a great variety of 
.evergreens and shade and ornam ental 
trees of larirer growth than those of 
¡any other residence in the city.” 


Professor Denton's Lecture.

the earth. 
This history, w ritten by 
the infallible hand of God, is the 
noblest to which we can devote our 
attention. 
It is written by the fiery 
finger of the volcano and imbedded in 
the solid rock; it is every where to be 
found, if only we can read its import. 
It is a practical study, and taken in 
th a t sense it will pay in dollars and 
cents. 
The farmer whose plowshare 
turns the soil can learn of it with pro­ 
fit. By it lie will lie able to judge of 
the capacities of his soil and in what 
respects it m ay be w anting and how 
the defect can be remedied. 
Every 
farm er can tell how long and how wide 
his farm is, but few can tell its thick­ 
ness. 
He not only owns the surface, 
hut its depth to eight thousand feet. 
Many a m an goes poor all his life, 
when upon his own land w ithin thirty 
feet of his nose tlie’c is wealth enough 
to m ake him richer than anybody 
whom he knows. But geology is much 
more valuable in its higher and nobler 
sense. 
Especially is it im portant to 
the theologian; liecan learn what God 
is doing by learning w hat lie has done 
in the formation of our earth. 
The 
study of nature will in no way deteri­ 
orate from all there is of true religion 
and goodness and nobility. 
The Professor then took up the sub­ 
ject of the formation of the eartli 
through the action of water and fire, 
which he treated in a very full and 
exhaustive manner. H e gave a beau­ 
tiful description of the eruption of 
Vesuvius and the destruction of Pom ­ 
peii and Herculaneum. M any other 
exam ples found in history were cited 
in proof of the theory th a: the center 
of the earth is a molten mass. In 
speaking of California lie said th at in 
m any parts of the State the entire 
surface of the country is made up of 
lava of volcanic origin. 
There are 
numberless old and inactive volcanoes 
in the State, and it is his opinion that 
at some day these volcanoes will again 
become active, producing earthquakes 
and eruptions sim ilar t<> those which 
formerly occurred. 
The lecture was 
intensely interesting throughout, and 
abounded in 
beautiful illustrations 
and pointed facts. 
The discourse was 
fully intelligible to all present, being 
couched 
in 
plain king’s English, 
without the scientific verbage which 
proves so confounding to m zny in or­ 
dinary scientific lectures. 
To-night 
the second lecture of the course will be 
delivered, and we bespeak for Prof. 
Denton a crowded house. 


TRIP TO SAN FERNANDO, 


T iie V a lle y a m i S e w C’l t y . 


The first of his series of lectures was 
delivered by Prof. Denton at Grange 
H a ll last night. 
A fair audience was 
present, and throughout the discourse 
remained wrapt in interest. The Pro­ 
fessor lias a rather pleasing address, 
w ith a ready flow of language, and 
he had no trouble in fixing the atten­ 
tion of his hearers upon the subject in 
hand, and retaining it to the end of his 
lecture. The Professor’s rem arks were 
illustrated by charts hung about the 
room, illustrating the geological for­ 
m ation of the earth, the earliest ani­ 
mal creations, mastadons, etc., as well 
as a collection of mineral specimens. 
As a preface to his lecture, and in fact 
to the whole course, the Frofessor 
dwelt to some extent on the impor­ 
tance of the study of geology. 
We 
are in our physical construction from 
the earth, containing its elements in 
every part of our body. The iiistory 
of mau is wrapped up in the history of 


San Fernando valley is about forty 
miles long and fifteen wide. The first- 
class land of which the valley consists 
cannot be said to embrace more than 
about thirty miles of the upper por­ 
tion, as the lower portion is consider­ 
ably washed and covered with gravel 
and a growth of sage brush. The val­ 
ley Is quite regular in its outline and 
is completely surrounded by a uniform 
and regularly shaped chain of moun­ 
tains, with t lie exception of t lie outlet 
of the I,os Angeles river at the lower 
end, through which it m akes its way 
down to this city. 
I t has a little chain 
or cluster of hills in ilic northeastern 
side, and a few other undulations, and 
with these exceptions it is almost per­ 
fectly level. Thus situated—so com­ 
pletely wailed in—the scenery is h a rd y 
surpassed by any of the charm ing val­ 
leys w ith which our Golden State 
abounds. 
From almost every portion 
of the valley the Coast I ine Stage road 
m ay be seen winding down Sail Fer­ 
nando m ountain in the northwestern 
end of tiie valley, while the Telegraph 
Stage Line enters through the San 
Fernando Pass, a narrow cafion in the 
northeastern side. 
Some portions of 
the valley are covered with beautiful 
parks of evergreen oaks, and the thou­ 
sand little mountain peaks set in tiie, 
surrounding cIquh which walls in this 
lovely valley, present a picture larely 
to be found. 
A little cast from the 
center of the valley stands the grand 
old San Fernando Mission Rey (such 
was it original name), now known as 
San Fernando Mission, the largest and 
grandest of all the missions of Califor­ 
nia, with one exception: th at of San 
Luis Rey. The m ain Mission building 
of this latter contained five halls over 
one hundred feet in length. 
W e have had the pleasure of visit­ 
ing or seeing nineteen of the twenty- 
one old Missions of this State, and we 
have never been so much interested as 
in our visit to San Fernando Mission. 
TÍirough the 
courtesy 
of 
Senator 
Maclay,we spent the night at the Mis­ 
sion, and the evening with Don An­ 
dreas Pico, brother of Don Pio Pico, 
who was General - commanding the 
arm y at the tim e Don Pio was Gov­ 
ernor, when Gen. Frem ont took the 
State. 
From him we learned m any 
interesting facts relative to the Mission 
and tlie operations of the old Padres 
nearly 
one 
hundred 
years 
ago. 
The old church, with the statuary, 
bells, etc.; the old olive oil mill, and 
ancient relics of their extensive oper­ 
ations are objects of doep interest, es­ 
pecially tiie old records which we had 
the 
pleasure of exam ining. 
The 
grounds covered by the buildings and 
gardens walled in, embrace seventy- 
three acres. 
The church and main 
building, covered by a connected roof 
cover four acres. This Mission was 
founded the 8th of September, 1707, 


and was twelve years in building; five 
thousand Indians were employed in 
iis construction. 
The timbers were 
brought from tlie other side of the 
m ountains by 
the 
Indians. 
The 
w’ealtli of this Mission at one time was 
immense. 
The Padres at one time 
owned 00,000 sheep, 3,000 hogs, and 
worked 000 yoke of oxen, having the 
whole val ley, nearly, under cultivation. 
Here now stands the stately old palm 
trees, eight or nine feet in circumfer­ 
ence, and here are olive trees seven or 
eight feet in circumference. 
Here are 
now standing almost every variety of 
trees th at California ever produced. 
Richer soil can hardly be found than 
in this section. 
Fourteen hundred 
acres of grain, in one body, have been 
raised adjoining the Mission this sea­ 
son, yielding largely. To show the 
warm th of this valley, and the rapid­ 
ity with which crops mature, we will 
state that roasting cars are now, the 
middle of July, being gathered from 
corn p'anted on land from which a 
good crop of barley hay was cut in the 
Spring. 
The rapidity of the growth of 
crops all over this valley, so sheltered 
as it is, is marvelous. * W e traversed 
carefully nearly all the eastern portion 
of the valley, taking observations of 
the soil, the lay of the land, its adapt­ 
ability, and especially the water sup­ 
ply, particularly that portion within 
the purchase of Senator Maclay. The 
climate, as indicated by w hat we have 
said, is all th a t can be desired, some­ 
what warmer in the Sum m er than 
this city, with no frosts in W inter to 
do any harm. 
F n n ts do remarkably 
well, as far as they have been tested, 
and certainly those now growing at 
the San Fernando Mission are a test 
of the superiority of this locality, we 
think, for all kinds of semi-tropical 
fruits, some of the most delicate of 
which are a great success, viz; the 
pomegranate, etc. The palm tree here 
lias a greater growth than we have 
seen elsewhere in Southern California. 
The soil of all this sect on is a hard 
sandy soil, of a reddish cast, with con­ 
siderable gravel, especially near the 
border of the vallev. 
It does not bake 
at all, and we di not see a crack half 
an inch wide in the valley. 
W e pro­ 
nounce it first-class grape land; 
in 
fact, we believe it to be the very best 
large grape tract in the State. 
More of San Fernando to-morrow. 


Chamber of Commerce. 


The Chamber of Commerce met last 
night, in the Directors’ room of tl o 
F anners’ and M e/chants’ Bank. Pres­ 
ent: 
President Lazard and Messrs. 
Downey, W idney, N ew m ark, Griffin 
and Lips. 
A petition was presented asking for 
a daily mail from Salinas City to Los 
Angeles, with 
a 
request th at the 
Chamber of Commerce indorse it. 
On motion, the President was au­ 
thor jted to in lorse the same, 
Governor Downey placed the apart­ 
ment of the Bank occupied at the dis­ 
posal of t “e Chamber, and extended 
an invitation to them to make it their 
perm anent place of meeting. 
On motion Mr. Lips was requested 
to act as secretary pro tern, in the ab­ 
sence of Mr. Lord. 
Mr. Newmark, from the committee 
to whom was referred the subject of 
Local Option, reported the following 
resolutions. 
Resolved, T hat in tiie opinion of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
the Act of the last Legislature of this 
State, conferring upon the voters of 
townships the right 
to determine 
whether license to sell liquors shall be 
granted or withheld, is dangerous to 
American liberty and subversive of 
the rights of the piop'eas guaranteed 
by both our State and Federal Consti­ 
tutions. 
Resolved, That should the Legisla­ 
ture have the constitutional right to 
refer this question hack to the people, 
it would have the same power to con­ 
fer upon them the right to virtually 
make any other laws, and this m ight 
be so abused and carried to excess as to 
seriously impair those sacred guaran­ 
tees of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness which were the very essence 
and foundation of our government. 
Resolved, 
T hat as a question 
of 
commerce, the passage of the law re­ 
ferred to would necessarily be produc­ 
tive of irreparable injury,’ for it would 
to a great extent check the develop­ 
m ent of our wine interests, one of the 
most i m portant industries of our State; 
and although’in this view the question 
of Local Option would most properly 
come before this body, still this Cham­ 
ber prefers to present its opinion to the 
people upon the higher grounds em ­ 
braced in the preceding resolutions, 
hoping th at these views m ay receive 
such an indorsement of the people of 
the whole State as will have the effect 
of frowning down such pernicious leg­ 
islation in future. 
Resolved, T hat the press of this 
State are respectfully 
requested to 
publish the foregoing resolutions. 
The adoption of the resolutions be­ 
ing moved and seconded, Judge W id­ 
ney opposed them in a spirited speech. 
H e claimed that tlie Chamber was or­ 
ganized for the purpose of furthering 
the commercial interests of Los Ange­ 
les county—not to pass upon questions 
of law or polities. 
Gov, Downey favored the adoption 
of the resolutions. 
Judge Widney replied and withdrew 
his second to the motion, which lie 
had made simply to bring the m atter 
before the house. 
* 
The question being put, the motion 


to adopt was carried, Judge W idney 
voting no, all the others voting aye. 
H e desired to be understood that lie 
claimed that the powers of the C ham ­ 
ber were limited to commercial inter­ 
ests, and not to the legal rights of 
citizens. 
The Chamber then adjourned.

Notice of Intention. 
'Y f AIN STREET—Notice is hereby given 
U JL that the city of Los Angeles Intends to 
m ake the following im provem ents upon 
Main street, In conformity with the provisions 
of Act VII of the Revised Charter,to wit: From 
the Plaza at the northerly lino of the Pico 
House to tlie northerly line of Fourth street a 
distance of 3,800 feet [inore or lessj. 
The sidewalk shall be 15 feel wide front 
snid place of beginning to a point on line with 
the front of Temple Block, a distance of 1,065 
feet from tlie place of beginning front said 
point on line of Tem ple Block to northerly 
line of Fourth street, Hie sidewalks shall lte 
12 feel wide; they shall be constructed in the 
following m anner, and of the following m a­ 
terial : 
The sidewalks shall have redwood curbing 
3 inches thick by 12 In hes wide, which shall 
be spiked to redtioo I posts 4x4 inches square, 
three feet long, si t two feet in the ground be­ 
low the bottom of the curbing and six teet 
apart; said posts to be set on tne Inside of the 
curbing in the sidewalk; tlie sidewalk shall 
have stringers in add tion to curbing 3x3 
inches square to which ibe planking of tlie 
sidewalk shall be spiked, the plank shall tie 
two inches Ihiek; the sidewalk shall he made 
of wood and shall extend on both sides of the 
street, from the place <*f beginning to First 
street, a distance of 1,928 feel; from this point 
to Kourlh street a distance of 1,874 feet llie 
sidewalk shall have curbing as heretofore de­ 
scribed, but shall have gravel walks, Instead 
of w*od surface, tho w alks to be according to 
the established grade. 
The roadway shall have gutters on end) 
side, paved with hard granite cobble stone; 
the gutters shall be five feet wide, and shall 
begin ten inches below the top of tlie side­ 
w alk,and shall be concave on (lie bottom, 
the outside of tliegutlers being seven Indies 
below the top of tlie sidewalk. 
The street In order to receive the m aterial 
for the roadbed shall lie cut down or tilled up, 
eight inches below tlie grade, and shall con­ 
form to ttie shape of the street when finished; 
upon this bottom n layer of gravel shall be 
l»il<l five inches thick after being rolled. 
Over I his layer, a layer of broken stone or 
screened gravel shall be laid three inches in 
thickness, the stones m aking this Inver shall 
not be over 1/4 inches in diam eter; over tills 
layer of stone a thin layer of red cem ent 
gravel shall be spread, alter which tlie whole 
mass of m aterial m ust be wetted nnd thor­ 
oughly rolled. 
The slope of tlie street or roadbed shall be 
one foot in thirty feet from tho gutters to the 
center or crown of the street, 
By order of the Common Council.

No t i c e is h e r e b y g iv e n t h a t t h e 
ciiy of Los Angeles intends to m ake the 
following im provem ents upon Main sireet. 
to w it: 
That a sewer be built on M ain, from the 
Main and Arcadia street, opposite the end of 
Arcadia street, to the Ozier Lane, a distance 
of 3.677 feet. 
This sewer shall he 14x16 inches in diam e­ 
ter lrom Arcadia street to First street; from 
First stieel to the Ozier Lane tlie sewer shall 
be 16x18 inches in dlam eier, it shall be oval 
shaped, and built or brick, with a four-inch 
ring, the m ortar shall have one barrel cem ent 
to ten barrels of lime. The bottom of the 
sewer shall be laid eight and one-half feet be­ 
low the grade, at iis Intersection with the 
Main und Arcadia slre.et sewer, at Arcadia 
street, and shall rise with a uniform slope to 
a point six feet beuiw tlie grade at a point op­ 
posite the center line of Commercial street, a 
distance of 460 feet from the last nam ed point 
opposite Commercial street; the sewer shall 
conform to tlie grade of tlie street as now es- 
tahlishcd; the bottom of tlie sewer being six 
feel below the surface of the street as far us 
practicable. 
The sewer shall belaid In the center of the 
street as fur as practicable, und shall he con­ 
structed under tlie direction of tlie City .Sur­ 
veyor and Superintendent of streets. 
And he it further resolved that connections 
he m ade with the m ain sewer In Los Angeles 
street, at first street, and at Ozier Lane; the 
sewer down First street to be of brick 14x19 
inches in diam eter, and ovni-simpen wit lia 
4-inch ring; the slope of this sewer shall con­ 
form to tne official grades of the street, be­ 
tween the crossing of First and M ain, and 
First and Los Angeles streets tiie connection 
of the M ain street sewer wiili the m ain sewer 
down tlie Ozier Lane, shall conform to the 
natural slope of the ground between Main 
street and tlie m ain sewer where it crosses tlie 
Ozier Lane. 
This sewer shall be 16x18 inches in the in­ 
side diam eter, and shall be o\nl shaped, the 
sewer shall be built of the sam e m aterial and 
in tho sam e m anner as the Main street be­ 
fore m entioned.

Tlie crossing of Second and Hill streets 
shall be 45 feet, and tlie crossing of Second 
and Olive streets shall be 78 feet, and the 
crossing of Third and olive streets shall be 
136 feet, and the crossing of olive and Fourth 
streets shull be 62 feet, and tlie crossing of 
Filth and Olive streets shall be 12 feet above 
the datem plane before mentioned. 
That the distance t(. lit graded on Second 
street, from its crossing with Fort street to the 
westerly line of Olive street is 860 leet includ­ 
ing tin- ctossing of H ill and Second streets, 
und I hilt the distance to be graded on Olive 
street from Second to Fifth street is 1,920 feet, 
inculding the crossings of Third and Fourth 
streets, 
Tlie above nam ed streets shall be graded to 
a width of sixty feet, und shall conform totlie 
crossings of street levels before m entioned; 
theslope of the streets shall he straight and 
uniform between the different streets, and 
shall he one foot higher in the center of 
tlie street than ntelther sideoftlie gutter.

A LAMEDA STREET.—Notice is hereby 
given that the Common Council of the 
city of Los Angeles Intend to grade and estab­ 
lish tlie widtti of A lam eda sireet as follows, 
as per resolution passed and adopted May 21st. 
1874: 
That A lam eda street from iis Junction with 
M ain to Aliso street shall have a uniform 
width of ninety-six feet, and from Alls-, street 
to First street shull be of, and have a unltorm 
width of eighty feet, and tne whole thereof 
from Main to First street shall be graded and 
improved in the following m anner, to wit: 
A redwood curbing 3x12 inches shall be laid 
down on both sides of the streel; this curb­ 
ing shall be spiked to 4.\4-.nch square red­ 
wood posts, said posts to be 3 feet long and 
set in tlie ground two feet below the bottom 
of tlie curbing, and on the inside ol tlie curb­ 
ing.The sidewalks on either side of the street, 
shull be 12 fi el wide, and shalJ be m ade of 
ground filled up to the top of the curbing, and 
shall conform to thegrude of the street. 
The roadbed shall have 5 inches of gravel 
on the top of the sireet when it is raised up to 
the grade; the filling necessary to be done, 
cun be done with uny kind of earth up to the 
level 5 inches below the grade of the road, 
from this level the graveling shall begin. 
The side slope of tlie roadbed shall be one 
f ot to thirty feel, the surface of the street be­ 
ing ten inches below the top of the curbing at 
tbe sidewaik.
